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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner 
notes that amendment to claim 8 overcomes the claim objection. Further, applicant's arguments 
regarding the USC 1 12 1st and 2nd para, rejection are persuasive. However, applicant's arguments 
regarding USC 103 rejection is not persuasive. Applicant argues that Chono et al. employs sodium 
acetate which is outside the scope of "consisting essentially of. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Applicant fails to demonstrate that the introduction of the sodium acetate would materially change the 
basic and novel characteristics of applicant's invention, therefore applicant's arguments is not 
persuasive (see MPEP 21 1 1 .03). Applicant's arguments regarding the content of the PIB and SIS is not 
persuasive. Tsuruda et al. teaches modifying the content of PIB and SIS in order to adjust the adhesive 
strength and adhesion properties, as desired.
